KUWAIT (R) — The death toll 
from -a string of bomb attacks in 
Kuwait last month has risen to six 
with the death of one of 87 people 
injured in the blasts, an official 
statement said Monday. A total of 
25 men. including Iraqis. Leb- 
anese and Kuwaitis, will go on trial 
before a state security court on 
Feb. 11 charged with pre- 
meditated or attempted murder in 
the attacks. 

Boussissou buried 
in Cairo 

CAIRO (AP) — The funeral took 
place here Monday of leading Pal- 
estinian poet Muene Boussissou. 
who died of a heart attack in Lon- 
don last Monday aged 57. At the 
lime of his death the poet was cul- 
tural adviser to Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation Chairman 
Yasser Arafat and also worked as 
a journalist.

Israel’s ‘resettlement 1 
plan adds urgency to 
situation, King says

AMMAN — Prime Minister Ahmad ‘Obe- 
idat pledged Monday to deepen and enhance 
democratic life in Jordan and said he would 
strive for full participation by all citizens in 
public life to the best interests of the country. 


Mr. ‘Obeidat delivering his 
new government's policy sta- 
tement to parliament, also ple- 
dged to uphold Jordan's supreme 
ideals and principles in acc- 
ordance with His Majesty King* 
Hussein's wishes and the people's 
aspirations towards a better future 
for Jordan and all Arabs. 

The prime minister stressed that 
the Palestinian issue is “not a pol- 
itical card for Jordan to play with, 
nor is it just a humanitarian con- 
cern with which to sympathise and 
for which support is due. but is an 
issue upon which the existence, 
security and stability of Jordan 
depends.'* 

He said his government wiQ 
spare no effort in strengthening 
the Jordanian Armed Forces and 
in establishing a “ People's Arm/' 
to back them, and will work to 
consolidate the country's ach- . 
ievements, at the national level as 
well as abroad. 

The new government will fight 
corruption and poverty wherever 
they exist. Mr. ‘Obeidat said, and 
the Kingdom will press ahead with 
its development projects in afl sec- 
tors — educational, cultural, soc- 
ial. industrial, agricultural and 
others. 

The prime minister said his gov- 
ernment will work towards ending 
the Iran- Iraq war through pea- 
ceful means, and towards finding a 
solution to the Lebanese problem 
through bringing about a wit- 
hdrawal of Israeli and other non- 
Lebanese forces from that cou- 
ntry. He also pledged to strive for. 
Arab unity, Islamic solidarity and 
international co-operation, and 
hailed efforts to bring Egypt back 
to the Arab and Islamic fold.

In the light of experiences of 
the past, the government will work 


hard with all its capacity and cap- 
abilities to achieve reform and 
development in the following fie- 
lds. 

“Since the army is the fence of 
the nation, the government wDl 
work towards supporting its 
strength and providing it with 
arms and equipment to enable it 
carry out its duties efficiently. 

“The government will work to 
carry out the orders of. His Maj- 
esty the King to form the' People's 
Arm/ regardless of financial dif- 
ficulties. 

“The ‘People’s Arm/ will be 
the support of our armed forces. 
We will also work on the same 
level to develop our security sys- 
tem in order to maintain security, 
stability and peace of the nation. 

“The government wall work 
towards strengthening brotherly 
relations between citizens so that 
Jordan will remain an example for 
other Arab countries with ach- 
ievements and developments 
which would be fulfilled with the . 
presence of a strong array and 
people’s solidarity behind a wise 
and aware leadership. 

Fight against corruption 

“This government believes that 
only clean hands deserve con- 
fidence and only a honest lea- 
dership is qualified to deal with • 
citizens and ask their co-operation 
and loyalty. The government will 
not tolerate any deviation, cor- 
ruption or illegal profit regardless 
of reasons or motives. 

“The government wfl] strike 
hard at any hand that stretches for 
public money or meddles with 
public interests. The first req- 
uirements of confidence between 
the government and citizens is the 
conviction of the citizen in the 
honesty of the government.

Egypt returns 
to Islamic fold 


CAIRO (Agencies] — Egypt 
Monday accepted an invitation io 
resume membership of the Org- 
anisation of Islamic Conference 
(OlC). which ostracised the Arab 
state after Cairo signed a separate 
peace treaty with Israel in 1979. 

A summit in Casablanca. Mor- 
occo. earlier this month rode over 
opposition by Syrian-led Arab- 
radicals and resolved to end 
Egypt's suspension from the 
45-member organisation, decreed 
when it signed the treaty. Guinean 
President Sekou Toure brought 
the invitation to Cairo Monday. 

“Of course we accept the inv- 
itation.” President Hosni Mub- 
arak told reporters, saying there 
was “no indication of any enc- 


roachment on Egypt's sov- 
ereignty." 

The Egyptians had made clear 
they would not scrap the treaty 
with Israel, signed by the late Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat, or the U.S.- 
sponsored Camp David accords 
which led to it. 

In his speech on Wednesday, 
Mr. Mubarak said Egypt “will 
always remain committed to cha- 
mpioning of all Islamic causes.... 
the Egyptian people renew their 
pledge and vow to carry on with 
their Muslim brothers the great 
human struggle for justice, fre- 
edom and dignity.”

It is very 
bad,” a spokesman at Amal leader 
Nabih Bern’s West Beirut office 
said.

The fighting broke out as U.S . 


and Sandi Arabian negotiators 
continued efforts to brook a dea- 
dlock over a disengagement plan 
and open the way to talks on a gen- 
eral peace settlement in Lebanon.

Lower House to debate 
cabinet policy statement

AMMAN — Speaker of the 
Lower House of the Parliament 
Akef Al Fayez Monday ann- 
ounced that the House will con- 
vene again on Thursday to discuss 
the cabinet’s policy statement and 
prese ni a vote of confidence in the 
government. 

The statement presented Mon- 
day by Prime Minister Ahmad 
’Obeidat to the House, outlined' 
the main objectives and principles 
of the government. The voting on 
granting the government con- 
fidence on Thursday will be the 
first of its kind since the res- 
toration of parliamentary life in 
Jordan earlier this month. 

The vote wiU be preceded by 


speeches made by House mem- 
bers who wish to comment on the 
government statement. 

It will be an open vote and 
members will be called out by 
names individually to give their 
vote. _ 

Article 53 of the Constitution 
states that “if the parliament dec- 
ides to withhold confidence, with 
the absolute majority of the total 
number of its members, the gov- 
ernment has to resign” 

Therefore, it requires at least 31 
votes out of the total number of 60. 
members to withhold confidence 
in the government. 

The Jordanian parliament has 
only once withheld its confidence 
in government; in 1963, in the 
government headed by Mr. Samir 
Al Rlfai.

AMMAN — Israel's plan to “res- 
ettle” Palestinians living in ref- 
ugee camps in the occupied Arab 
territories to new sites in the Jor- 
dan Valley has added urgency to 
the need for a speedy solution to 
the Palestine problem. His Maj- 
esty King Hussein said Monday. 

In an interview with the U.S. 
magazine Newsweek, the King 
said that the Israeli plan is aimed 
at evicting the Palestinians from 
their homeland, and this situation 
calls on Palestinians and Jor- 
danians to speed up efforts for a 
solution. 

Israel has announced that it 
plans to “relocate” the refugee 
camps in the occupied territories 
to the Jordan Valley and the move 
has drawn severe protests and rej- 
ection by Palestinians. 

The danger posed by the Israeli 
plan, “which we believe is the first - 
step towards possibly persuading 
them to move across the river to- 
Jordan.” is one of the reasons that 
prompted Jordan to decide to 
re-open talks with the Palestine: 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
on joint moves in Middle East 
peace efforts, the King said. 

“1 feel strongly that we Pal- 
estinians and Jordanians should 
put our house in order.*’ he said. 

Jordan believes that any sol- 
ution to the Palestinian problem 
should involve the Palestinians 
themselves, the King spaid in reply' 
to a question why Jordan decided 
to re-open talks with the PLO, 
which Jordan supports as the. sole- 
, legitimate representative of the 
people of Palestine. 

The King also expressed con- 
viction that PLO Chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat is strong enough to 
negotiate on behalf of the Pal- 
estinians. 

Jordan has never been afraid of 
threats, and is ready to face up to 
f them regardless of wherever they 
come from, the King said, in reply 
to a question on Syrian hostility 
towards joint Jordanian- 
Palestmian efforts for peace. 

'Mubarak is welcome’ 

• The King also said that there are 
no plans at the present for tri- 
partite talks between Jordan, the 
PLO and Egypt. “But there are a 
lot of contacts, certainly between 
us alL” he added. 

Asked whether it is possible for 
Jordan to resume full diplomatic 
relations with Egypt, the King rep- - 
lied: “Short of a comprehensive 
solution to the Arab- Israeli issue, 
it would be veiy. very difficult 
when the Israelis (are in Cairo]. 
But the contacts are extremely 
dose with Egypt. I have per- 
sonally invited an invitation to 
President (Hosni) Mubarak. He is 
more than welcome to visit us in 
Jordan.” 

Jordan's support for Iraq in its 
war with Iran is based on the fact 
that Iraq is right, the King replied 
to a question on the Gulf war. “If 
the whole tragedy grew out of dif- 
ferences over borders, obviously 
■the solution would be through 
negotiations. Iraq has been res- 
ponding positively to every ini- 
tiative to bring about neg- 
otiations,” the King pointed out. 

“1 can only come io the con- 
clusion that Iran has other obj- 
ectives in the area. If Iran is see- 
king. as appears the case, to create 
a sectarian division between Sun- 
nis and ShPites. to destroy Iraq. 
Iraq is our front line.” King Hus- 
sein declared. 

Following are some of the que- 


stions and answers in the King's 
interview with Newsweek: 
Question: How are Jordans rel- 
ations with the United States right 
now? 

Answer: Normal. 1 have constant 
contact with the president, and 1 
personally respect him. (But) Cer- 
tain aspects of U.S. policy over the 
recent past have been indeed unf- 
ortunate. There, a re questions rel- 
ating to how the Lebanese pro- 
blem is to be resolved, how the 
Arab- Israeli conflict can be res- 
olved, and what the U.S. role is. 

Q: Last week, your minister of 
information said one reason Jor- 
dan cannot proceed with the Rea- 
gan plan is that Washington did 
not fulfil its promises to get Israeli 
forces out of Lebanon and to force 
the Israelis to put a freeze on new 
West Bank settlements. Were 
these promises actually made? 

A: The concept was unconditional 
withdrawal of all foreign forces 
from Lebanon. Unfortunately the 
Israelis are still there. And there 
was a U.S. commitment to move 
for a freeze of all settlement act- 
ivities. I thought all along that 
Washington should take a very 
serious view of these Israeli act- 
ivities that have gone unchecked 
and threaten now to make it alm- 
ost impossible for us. 

Q: The Reagan administration 
has reportedly told Israel that H 
wants to supply Jordan with equ- 
ipment for a unit that could be 
used in emergencies in the Gulf. 
Can you comment on this? 

As .This whole concept of what has 
come to be known as a rapid dep- 
loyment- force . is._ worth con- 
centrating on. Jordan throughout 
its history was reacted to the need 
for help and support by any of our 
Arab brethren. There is ao cre- 
ation of a new force. The Jor- 
danian Armed Forces would res- 
pond to the needs of (others) whe- 
ther we received help from the 
United States or we didn'L There 
may indeed be circumstances 
where the United Slates could not 
help or intervene, where only 
-Arabs can help Arabs... there is an 
obvious gap that is growing in 
terms of our own militaiy cap-' 
ability. We hope that somehow 
this can be rectified, and hopefully 
from the United States. 

Q: You will turn to the Soviet 
Union for arms if the U.S. fails to 

supply them? 

A: I am not threatening. We tur- 
ned to the Soviet Union once. 
There was no alternative, and we 
will work to secure our needs. But 
its not do this or else. We like to 
secure them from our traditional 
sources — and we hope we suc- 
ceed. 

Q: How is your health? 

A: I’ve had an intestinal hem- 
orrhage. They haven't found any- 
thing serious so far. There are tests 
that cannot be carried out here, so 
1 need to go abroad to have them, 
to the United States. But every 
day T m seeing an improvement. 

Q: You’re one of the longest 
serving rulers in the world. After 
so many years of experience, what 
is your chief ambition now that 
you've survived so much, lived 
through so much, accomplished so 
much, what is your ambition? 

A: My ambition is not for myself, 
my ambition is for the people I've 
been proud to serve throughout 
my life, and to this cause I've ded- 
icated it all and to the future gen- 
erations to come that they may be 
able to live in greater dignity, with 
peace and with security, and if 
there is one ambition left, it is to 
somehow influence matters in that 
direction. And that’s what F1I try 
to do to the end of my life. 


More grenades found 
near Al Aqsa Mosque 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Israeli police investigating a 
plot to blow up Jerusalem's Al 
Aqsa Mosque Monday found 
three more army-issue grenades 
near the Islamic she, a police spo- 
kesman said. 

They were hidden in cloth sat- 
chels at the Lion’s Gate entrance 
to the ancient walled city, he 
added. 

Police linked the grenades with 
an attempt to blow up Al Aqsa, 
one of Islam's holiest shrines, last 
Friday. 

The attempt -was thwarted by 


Arab night watchmen who spotted 
several men hauling explosives 
over the walls of Haram Al Sharif, 
which houses Al Aqsa. 

The gang fled leaving behind 19 
grenades, 13 kilogrammes of exp- 
losive. ladders and scaling equ- 
ipment Police say the grenades 
are from the same Israeli army 
batch that has been used in about a 
dozen grenade attacks on Muslim 
and Christian shrines in the past 
•two months.

Icnttlliv clashes in the mountains 


between the army and the 
Syrian-backed PSP. 

Beirut Radio said army pos- 
itions on the Souk A1 Gharb ridge 
overlooking Beirut came under 
heavy artillery bombardment 
later. 

In a separate incident, it said, 
two Lebanese army military pol- 
icemen were wounded by gunmen 
in Beirut’s poor southern suburbs, 
which arc controlled by Shfiie 
vlusiiin militia. 

In Damascus Saudi vlediator 
Raliq Al Hariri had talks with PSP 
officials and was expected to meet 
Foreign vlinister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam to seek Syrian support 
for the disengagement plan. 

vlr. Junblatt was reported to be 
in Tripoli for talks with Libyan 
leader vluammar Oadhafi. one of 
the harshest critics of the Leb- 
anese government. 


The Libyan News Agency 
JANA, monitored in Beirut, said 
vfr. Junblatt had talks with vlr. 
Oadhafi and his number two 
Abdul Salam Jalloud. Palestinian 
leaders opposed to vlr. Yasser 
Arafat attended the talks. JANA 
said. 

vlr. Gemayel’ s government 
froze relations with Libya last 
November because of its refusal to 
withdraw a battalion of troops 
from the Syrian-occupied Bekaa 
Y alley in eastern Lebanon.

Tension high between Israelis, Lebanese

HALLOUSS1YE. Lebanon - 
Israel's occupation army is mee- 
ting anger and resistance from the 
Shi'ite -vluslims. whose friendship 
Israel-had hoped would help has- 
ten the exit of Israeli soldiers 
lrv»m South Lebanon. 

During just one night this week, 
in and-saround Sidon. Israeli pat- 
rols met two roadside bomb att- 
acks. 

In this village ot small cement 
block,* Jin uses. townspeople daily 
set ablaze tires and sit in at the 
mosque to protest the Israels' arr- 
est of their sheikh, the local Shfiie 
religious leader, and (he bul- 
ldozing of his house into near rub- 
ble. 

In Jibchit. the mosque wall is 
adorned with posters showing a 
young Shfiie who villagers say 
was shot dead by Israeli soldiers 
without cause. In Aadloun. the 
town’s sheikh complains bitterly 
that nine Shfiie youths arresied 
by tho'il.sraelis in December are 
still bgi/ig held. 

rhe^ncidenis and accusations 
reflect rising hostility within South 
Lebanon's vluslim population 
toward the occupying Israeli for- 
ces. whom the Shfites say arc hur- 
ting them physically and eco- 
nomically. The Israelis, they cha- 
.rgc. have overstayed their wel- 
come. 

Hie villagers in Halloussiyc. 1 2 
kilometres northeast of Tyre, poi- 
nted to the rubble of Sheikh 
Abbas Harb’s house and the ruts 
from huge tires leading up to it. 

In Kfar Falnus. 3(» kilometres to 
the northeast where the Israeli 
Army Information Office is loc- 
ated. the major in charge said that 
the destruction of a village she- 
ikh's house could only happen "in 
the most extreme circumstance.” 
But he would check with Tel Aviv- 
just to make certain no such thing 


had happened. 

One half hour later, the answer 
came from military headquarters 
in Israel. Yes. Sheikh Harb had 
been arrested. His house had been 
bulldozed. He was still being held, 
suspected of "terrorist activities.” 

vlaj. Zeev Nathan, the inf- 
ormation officer in Sidon. said 
that Israeli patrols in South Leb- 
anon were coming under inc- 
reasing attack from gunfire, gre- 
nades. mines and roadside bombs. 
In the past. Israel blamed all such 
attacks on Palestinians, but vlaj. 
Nathan acknowledged that now 
radical Shi'ite vluslims are bel- 
ieved to be behind many com- 
mando assaults. 

vlaj. Nathan said I 7 attacks had 
occurred between Jan. I and Jan. 
25. killing one Israeli soldier and 
wounding seven others. Other 
sources said the number of attacks 
was even larger. One Israeli off- 
icial in Lebanon, who asked not to 
be identified, said nine Israeli sol- 
diers had been injured in South* 
Lebanon; in; just one week of Jan- 
uary. ^ ; 

VVhaieyqr tiie number.' the att- 
acks are part of a pattern that puis 
the Israelis at odds with, rather 
than on the side of. the people of 
South Lebanon. 

First comes an attack on an Isr- 
aeli patrol. Then Israelis surround 
the area. They search houses, they 
make arrests. The soldiers are afr- 
aid of another attack. They are not 
models of politeness. Anger grows 
on both sides. 

Two Israeli officials in Lebanon 
on separate occasions ack- 
nowledged that some Israeli sol- 
diers disobey or disregard orders 
and policies aimed at making 
things easier for the Lebanese. - 
The soldiers “are interested only 
in slaying alive.” said one. "Their 
security comes first." 

One Israeli officer, speaking 
privately, said that the Israeli pre- 
sence in Lebanon had to be "a 


burden" for the local people. For 
their own safely, soldiers had to 
stop and search cars crossing the 
Awali River into the south. The 
Lebanese were annoyed and 
angry at the delay. The movement 
of farm goods was being slowed. 

vlaj. Nathan said the Israelis 
were trying to‘‘ease the pressure”- 
at the Awali crossing. Soon Lhey 
would be opening an inspection 
station that could handle six to 
eight lanes of vehicles at once. 
They had just started a shuttle bus 
service from the river to the edge 
of Sidon so that people no longer 
would have to cross the bridge on 
foot. 

On the coastal road from the 
Awali River to the Israeli border, 
many pine trees and walls that ser- 
ved as windbreaks for citrus orc- 
hards have been toppled to pre- 
vent attacks from the roadside on 
Israeli patrols. In some areas, ora- 
nge. langerine and lemon trees 
have themselves been cut down. 

On Jan. 7. two Israeli Centurion 
tanks, cut down and convened 
into armoured ppsonnel carriers, 
roared along Riyad Solh Street. 
SidOn' s main-v shopping tho- 
roughfare. and shoL up at least 
nine parked cars. The move came 
after a parking ban. ordered by the 
Israelis to protect against possible 
car bombs, was largely ignored. 

Hassan Nahouii. owner of a 
Sidon toy shop, and others com- 
plained that people were fri- 
ghtened to go out shopping or 
unwilling to spend money in the 
climate of uncertainty. 

The greatest anger is from the 
mostly poor Shfiie vluslims. 

The villagers in Jibchit com- 
plained about Lebanese who had 
joined Shfiie militias set up by the 
Israelis to help patrol Lebanon. 

"They have sold themselves to 
Israel for a salary .” said one man. 

Another called the Israeli- 
backed militiamen “our internal 
Jews... traitors.” 


Elie Salem Benjedid eliminates opposition to reforms 
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ROvIE IR; — Lebanese Foreign 
vlinister Elie Salem arrived in 
Rome vlondav to ask Italy to mai- 
ntain its commitment to the Mul- 
tinational Force in Beirut, airport 
and official Lebanese sourcessaid. 

Italy, along with the United Sta- 
tes. France and Britain, provides 
troops for Beirut but while the 
others have renewed their com- 
mitment to the force. Italy has , 
begun reducing the number of its j 
soldiers in the city. j 

In a visit expected to last three 
or four days Mr. Salem will meet 
Italian Prime Minister Betiino 
Craxi and the foreign and defence 1 
ministers to discuss the Lebanese 
situation. Beirut Radio said ear- 
lier Monday. 

Lebanese political sources said 
Mr. Salem could also discuss the 
possible use of Italian observers in 
a security plan that would dis-. 
engage Lebanon's main forces. 

He would also bring up the que- 
stion of a projected Italian loan of 
M2ti million to finance several 
projects in the country. Beirut 
Radio added. 

The meetings will also cover the 
results of talks held by Mr. Craxi 
and British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher on Friday. Mr. 
Salem visited Britain and France 
last week. 

The Italian government has 
come under increased pressure to 
withdraw its soldiers for fear they 
might become bogged down in the 
country's internal fighting fol- 
lowing attacks on the U.S. and 
French contingents. 

Earlier this month it began to 
pull more than 6* Hi of its 2.1 OH 
soldiers out of Lebanon as pan of 
what Defence vlinister Giovanni 
Spadnlini termed a "balanced reo- 
rganisation” of its forces. 

The pontiff has frequently cal- 
led for peace in Lebanon and has 
met Mr. Gemayel twice during his 
visits to Rome. 


ALGIERS (AP: — Algeria’s Pre- 
sident Chadli Benjedid has begun 
Hts second five-year term in office 
with a purge oF leftist militants 
who long opposed his moderate 
and pragmatic reforms. 

Three prominent leftists, inc- 
luding former security chief 
Ahmed Draia. were dropped from 
the Central Committee of the rul- 
ing National Liberation Front 
I FLNj. and five of the eight army 
officers in vlr. BenjedicTs gov- 
ernment have lost their jobs. 

The new prime minister. Abdul 
Hamid Brahimi. 47. is a 
Harvard-educated economist who 
has warned that Algeria needs 
" hard work and austerity" instead 
of Socialist rhetoric to survive in 
the economic crisis affecting all 
countries of the Third World. 

The 54-year-old President Ben- 
jedid was virtually unknown in 
Algeria when, as army colonel 
commanding the Oran Military 
region, he was chosen in 1V7.N to 
succeed the late Houari Bou- 
medienne. 

His reforms have made him so 
popular that few Algerians refer 
lo him other than by his first name. 
Chadli. His first gesture on coming 
to power was to abolish the hated 


exit permits introduced by vlr. 
Boumedienne. And in five years 
as presidenL he has carried out a 
quiet revolution to transform the 
authoritarian Socialist regime that 
his predecessor modelled on that, 
of the Soviet Union. 

vlr. Boumedienne's “Dem- 
ocratic People’s Republic” was a 
one-party state with a rubber- 
stamp parliamenL a rigidly state- 
controlled economy and a nom- 
inally "non-aligned” foreign pol- 
icy that rarely diverged from the. 
line set by vloscow. 

On the surface, the structure of 
the Algerian state has remained 
virtually unchanged, vlr. Ben- 
jedid. while avoiding abrupt rev- 
ersals of policy, moved steadily 
over the years to ease oui ext- 
remists. tone down Mr. Bou- 
medienne' s dogmatic Socialism 
and move away from the hard-line 
"steadfastness front” of Arab nat- 
ions bitterly opposed to any Mid- 
dle East peace settlement. 

Since beginning his second term 
earlier this month, vlr. Benjedid 
.has stepped up his reforms - as 
though he finally fell freed of the 
Boumedienne heritage, visiting 
chiefs of state are no longer taken 
to lav a wreath at vlr. Bou- 


Israeli museum cancels 
Smithsonian display 


TEL A\iv {R- - Israel can- 
celled an archaeology display in 
Washington because the Smi- 
thsonian Institute refused to inc- 
lude relics from occupied Arab 
territories, the director of the Isr- 
ael Museum. Martin Weil, said 
Sunday. 

Mr. Weil said the U.S. museum 
had initially planned to include 
about 2() objects from areas cap- 
tured by Israel in the 1<J67 vtiddlc 
East war in a display of Israeli arc- 
haeology. but changed its mind. 

He accused the Smithsonian of 
turning the exhibition into an ent- 
irely political affair. 


“The Smithsonian compiled a 
list of what they wanted to display. 
Months later. I received a letter 
saying they would not use some of 
the objects because they were con- 
tested items.” vlr. Weil told Reu- 


TTie exhibition, which was to 
have opened in May. would have 
included about 2(Xi archaeological 
items, mostly from the Israel Mus- 
eum. 

Two years ago. a show ot Israeli 
archaeology planned at New 
York's Metropolitan Museum was 
cancelled for similar reasons. 


Beirut suffering from power shortage

BEIRU T - A baby girl who died 
of burns when a candle in a hos- 
pital nursery set fire to her inc- 
ubator during^ blackout this week 
"has become a symbol of Lebanese 
.suffering under a power rationing 
systfem. 

Zahra Ghazzawi died of burns 
while asleep in her incubator only 
two days after her birth when a 
nurse lit a candle in the nursery 
during an unscheduled power cut 
and the breakdown of the hospital 
generator. 

A leaky oxygen tube sparked 
the fire which was sucked into the 
incubator and hospital staff were 
unable to save the baby. 

"I am getting together a group 
of my women friends for a dem- 
onstration against this injustice.” 
said one housewife. “This poor 
baby would not have died if the 
‘electricity was on.” 

Lebanon’s main power stations 
have become targets for Lebanese 
militiamen, who. while bent on kil- 
ling each other, appear to derive 
pleasure from depriving the pop- 


ulation of electricity. 

High tension cables feeding the 
capital have been reduced to tat- 
ters by heavy shelling and repair 
work has been slow because of the 
continuing violence in the affected 
areas. ■ 

The- electricity authority imp- 
osed the rationing system in Sep- 
tember. Zahra Ghazzawi became 
the first indirect victim of the 
power shortage. 

During the power cuts Beirut 
has been rife with rumours of sca- 
ndals linking Lhe prolonged delay 
in restoring normal supplies with 
huge profits being made from the 
sale of generators. 

Lebanese businessmen moved 
quickly to supply the blacked -out 
city with generators.' In the past 
five months one billion Lebanese 
pounds (S17o million' worth of 
generators have been sold, acc- 
ording to business sources. 

One salesman said his profit 
from one month's sales of gen- 
erators was three million Leb- 
anese pounds (%5tH).(Hio\ 

Perhaps the most unpopular 
man in Lebanon today is Musbah 
Natour. the director of the ele- 


ctricity company whose name iro- 
nically means "lantern” in Arabic. 

He has nevertheless bravely 
agreed to be guest at several radio 
talk shows only to receive a rush of 
telephone calls from irate cit jzens 
who sometimes expressed their 
anger in less than polite language. 

An all-night curfew has fueled 
even more angel: from? the average 
citizen, who. unable to purchase a 
generator at today's rising costs, is 
forced to stay at home while dep- 
rived the use of his television set. 

One family unplugged its car 
battery to connect to a portable 
television set and silence the gro- 
•ans of their children. 

People complain that because 
of the erratic rationing pro- 
gramme they are forced to com- 
plete chores like laundry and iro- 
ning at odd hours and are unable 
to use their refrigerators and fre- 
ezers effectively to keep food. 

vlilk has disappeared from the 
market and imports of frozen 
goods are down. 

Mpst Lebanese agree that the 
eerie darkness which envelops 
Beirut at night is harder to bear 
than the constant thud of artillery 


raedienne’s grave and almost all 
reference to the former president 
has disappeared from the state- 
run media. 

vlr. Benjedid is the only mem- 
ber of the military " Revolutionary 
Council" set up in Mr. Bou- 
medienne’ s W65 army coup who 
still remains in the nation’s lea- 
dership. He no longer uses his 
army rank and has not been seen 
publicly in uniform for more than 
four years. 

The FLN ts still the only aut- 
horised political party. Bui it is the 
largely civilian government, rat- 
her than the party or the army, 
that determines the nation’s pol- 
icies. 

And the new Algerian gov- 
ernment. largely purged of its 
army officers and leftists, includes 
many young Western-educated 
technocrats like vfr. Brahimi and 
vlr. Mohammad Aberkane. min- 
ister for foreign trade and a gra- 
duate of Rutgers University in 
New Jersey. 

Restaurants have been ordered 
to remain open during the fast ot 
the month of Ramadan for those 
wishing to ignore the fast. The act-

CAIRO ( R - The Organisation 
of Islamic Conference f OIC . rep- 
resenting more than 75! • million 
vluslims around the world, was 
founded in 1M71 by Saudi Ara- 
bia's late King Faisal and King 
Hassan of Morocco following the 
burning of Ai Aqsa Mosque in 
occupied Jerusalem. 

The Jeddah-based organisation 
is almost a Muslim United Nations 
with political, economic, cultural 
and other committees. 

The main aims ot the 45- 
member body are to cement rel- 
ations among the world's vlus- 
lims. seek solutions to their pro- 
blems and enhance the Islamic 
faith. 

Another major aim is the lib- 
eration of Israeli-occupied Jer- 
usalem. one of Islam's holiest 
sites. 

An important body in the OIC 
is the Jerusalem Commission, cha- 


ired by King Hassan. whose tasks 
include canvassing support for 
Arab rights in the city and -helping 
• its vluslim inhabitants. 

Since the OIC was founded, 
tour Islamic summits have been" 
held the latest in Morocco earlier 
this month at which a r evolution 
was passed inviting Egypt to res- 
ume active membership. 

Egypt's President Hosni Mub- 
arak said vlonday his country acc- 
epted the invitation to resume its 
place in the OIC. suspended after 
Cairo signed its IM7M peace treaty 
with Israel. 

The foreign ministers of vluslim 
countries also meet periodically to 
discuss topics that do not need 
summit endorsement. 

Arab countries form a major 
power within the OIC and xheir 
influence prevails on crucial iss- 
ues. 


Most Israeli Jews oppose 
living with Arabs, poll says 


. TEL AVIV t AP : - A majority of 
Israeli Jews oppose living side- 
by-side with Arabs, according to a 
public opinion poll published an 
vlonday. 

The poll, carried out last week 
by the Pori Research Institute for 
the daily newspaper Haarctz. 
showed that 53 per cent of a 
cross-section of Israeli Jews opp- 
osed Arabs and Jews living side- 
by-side. while only 33 per cent 
supported it. 

Five per cent answered that 
iheir position depended on the 
circumstances, such as the pro- 
portion of Jews and Arabs in the 
area and the social level of the 
Arabs concerned. Nine per cent 
did nof express an opinion. 


The pollsters asked a total of 
l .2i hi adult Israelis the question: 
"recently there has been a dispute 
in Israel about mixed housing of 
Jews and Arabs in the same bui- 
lding. What is your position — are 
you for or against mixed hou- 
singV 

About 1 7 per cent of Israel* s 4.1 
million people are Arabs. Mon of' 
them live in Arab towns and vil- 
lages in the Galilee, in the north or 
the country, but there is a large 
Arab minority in Haifa, which K a 
mixed city, and in Jaffa. 

• The issue has taken on national 
importance because of a dispute 
between the Arab population of 
Nazareth and the Jewish pop- 
ulation of upper Nazareth.

King condoles A1 Sa’ih family

Euro parliament head due to visit 

AMMAN (J.T.j — The president of the European Parliament, 
Mr. Pic^Dankert. will lead a delegation to the Middle East at the 
end of February. The tour is to include Lebanon. Syria, Jordan, 
Egypt and Israel and consideration is to be given to the present 
crisis in Lebanon and the appropriate actions to be taken by the 
community, a spokesman for the community said. The resolution 
of the Parliament to send the mission to the region was taken on 
Dec. 15. in the session following His Majesty King Hussein’s 
speech. 

Phosphate director leaves for Yugoslavia 

A MM AN (Petra) — Director-General of the Jordan Phosphate 
vlines Company Wasif Azar left for Yugoslavia Monday aft- 
ernoon on a five-day visit. In a statement to the Jordanian News 
Agency. Petra. Mr. Azar said that during his visit, he will hold 
talks with the Yugoslav minister of foreign trade and rep- 
resentatives of fertilisers producers on the export of Jordanian 
phosphate to Yugoslavia.

Kayed as director-general of the Ports Corporation in Aqaba. Mr. 
Kayed was the director-general of the Water Supply Corporation 
before its merger into the newly-established Water Authority 
with Mohammad Saleh AI KePlani as director-general.

Nablus deputy loses appeal, seat 


AMMAN (J.T.J — The Lower 
House of Parliament Monday dec- 
ided to drop the membership of 
Abdul Karim AI Mofadi and dec- 
lared his seat, for the Israeli occ- 
upied West Bank constituency of 
Nablus, vacant. 

Mr. Mofadi. one of six members 
who represent Nablus, was dec- 
lared “to be not fit to continue 
representing his constituency” by 
the praliamentary Appeals Com- 
mittee. 

According to article number 75 
of the constitution, ‘'anyone who 


serves more than one year in pri- 
son and is not pardoned by the 
King, is unfit to take his seat in the 
assembly.” 

Mr. Mofadi was sentenced in 
1976 to Id years in prison with 
hard labour and a fine of JD 3.1MJU 
for “the possession of opium and 
trading in it,” 

The government later reduced 
the sentence to five years and Mr. 
Mofadi was released in 1980. 

The Appeals Committee, how- 
ever, said that the reduction of the 
sentence cannot be considered a 


pardon and, since Mr. Mofadi 
spent more than one year in pri- 
son. he would have to relinquish 
his seat. 

The parliament then opened the 
door for nominations for the vac- 
ant seal of Nablus. 

Elections will take place in a 
future, unspecified session. 

Members of the parliament will 
elect a replacement from among 
their number, because it is imp- 
ossible to hold by elections in Nab- 
lus. 


Queen chairs organising meeting 
on Jordan anthropology symposium 


AMMAN (J.T.J — Her Majesty 
Queen Noor Sunday chaired the 
preparatory m&eting of the com- 
mittee organising the symposium 
“Anthropology in Jordan: State of 
the Art” which will be held under 
her patronage on Feb. 25 - 28. 

Queen Noor reviewed the pro- 
gress that has been made in org- 
anising the forthcoming sym- 
posium. 

Attending the meeting were Dr. 
Abdullah Oweidat. minister of 
culture and youth and antiquities. 
Dr. Abdul Salam AI Majali. pre- 
sident of the University of Jordan. 
Dr. Adnan Badran, president of 
Yarmouk University. Dr. Ali 
Mahafdha. vice-president of 
Mu’tah University. Dr. Ahmad 
Sharkas, director-general of the 
Department of Libraries. Doc- 
umentation and National Arc- 
hives (DLDNA) and chairman of 
the co-ordinating committee, and 
Ms Lipda,, Layne, the co- 
ordinator. 

The symposium will be held, at 
the Royal Cultural Centre. 


Dr. Sharkas explained that the 
aim of the symposium is to explore 
the field of anthropology in Jor- 
dan, both the anthropological res- 
earch which has been conducted in 
Jordan and the teaching of ant- 
hropology at various educational 
institutions in Jordan. 

Among the goals of the sym- 
posium are: To discuss the fin- 
dings of anthropological research 
conducted in Jordan and to review 
work currently in progress: to aid 
the universities and other aca- 
demic institutions in Jordan in des- 
igning future programmes in ant- 
hropology: to enliven the rel- 
ationship between socio-cultural 
anthropology and archaeology, 
and to aid the DLDNA in com- 
piling a national bibliography of 
anthropology in Jordan and to 
develop an inter-library loan pro- 
gramme in this field. 

To this end. those Jordanian 
scholars who -have been trained in 
anthropology and who are inv- 
olved in the teaching of ant- 
hropology in Jordan have been

Development projects 

‘"The government will continue 
to build vital projects, especially in 
the fields erf electricity, water, 
road construction and tra- 
nsportation. These fields have 
witnessed a remarkable dev- 
elopment lately and necessary 
steps will be taken to ensure that 
projects in these fields will secure 
the economic needs of the cou- 
niry. 

“The government will support 
all productive sectors including 
industries, metrology and energy 
projects. 

“The government will pay att- 
ention to ensure balanced geo- 
graphic distribution of economic 
projects. It will combat against 
poverty everywhere and will con- 
tinue its policy of subsidising 
bread and securing good quality 
consumer goods at reasonable pri- 
ces. in addition to imposing sup- 
cn ision and control over the pri- 
ces of consumer goods. 

Agriculture sector 

"The government is fully aware 
that developing the agriculture 
sector should no longer be pos- 
tponed because agriculture has 
become a basic element in mai- 
ntaining the nation's stability and 
security. Therefore, the following 
will constitute the basic policies of 
this government in this regard: 
•’Efficient exploitation of agr- 
icultural land: increasing, div- 
ersifying and regulating agr- 
icultural output; increasing agr- 
icultural production and effecting 
planning for marketing agr- 
icultural products. 

"The government will regulate 
work among the various dep- 
artments concerned with agr- 
iculture so that each department 
can cany out its functions without 
infringing on the rights of the oth- 
ers. 

“Expanding the marketing of. 
agricultural products in local mar- 
kets and abroad will also be a main 
objective of the government, for it 
is the best way to rid the agr- 
icultural sector of the sharp flu- 
ctuations in prices and sales. 

Energy resources 

"The government will continue 
what the previous government has 
started in seriously searching for 


new sources of energy. Benefiting 
from the early findings of oil in 
Jordan is a major objective of the 
country. 

“We shall also work on imp- 
lementing programmes to mai- 
ntain present energy resources 
and ensure their proper exp- 
loitation and to develop alt- 
.ern aiive sources. 

Palestinian issue 

“We salute the steadfastness of 
our people in the Israeli-occupied 
territories, and promise to fulfil 
our material and moral obl- 
igations to them, and to continue 
to support their steadfastness and 
to help them face the schemes of 
the Israeli occupation forces. 

“Jordan does not view the Pal- 
estinian issue as a political card 
that can be used nor as merely a 
humanitarian cause to sympathise 
with. 

“The Palestinian question is the 
fundamental cause of Jordan on 
which Jordan's existence," security 
and stability depend on. 

“Therefore, the government 
will stay faithful to the Jordanian 
pledge to support the Palestinian 
people and the Palestinian rights. 

“Jordan will stay faithful to this 
pledge and win work, in co- 
ordination with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation fPLO) and 
all Arab countries, on putting an 
end to the Israeli occupation and 
to regain Arab rights. 

Arab solidarity 

“The government will work to 
enhance the foundations of Arab 
solidarity. We shall call on fra- 
ternal Arab countries to commit 
themselves to dialogue, co- 
operation and co-ordination 
which will enhance mutual trust 
and will enable the Arabs to ach- 
ieve unity in the economic, dev- 
elopmental, military, educational 
and political spheres. 

“We believe that each and 
every Arab country should work 
within the framework of the Arab 
League Charter and that pol- 
arisation and formation of opp- 
osing Arab axis inflict a grave 
damage upon the Arab Nation 
and its future. Hence we will alw- 
ays concentrate on, at every level 
and at Arab and international for- 
ums. points that unite the Arab 
countries instead of points of dif- 
ferences. 

“All sincere efforts should be 


exerted to put an end to the Iran- 
Iraq war and the Lebanese pro- 
blem in order to enable the Arab 
Nation to direct its efforts and 
capabilities to counter the Zionist 
attack. 

Support for Iraq 

“Jordan will continue to sup- 
port Iraq in its just defence of its 
land and rights. Jordan also sup- 
ports Iraq’s desire for peace and 
calls on Iran to respond to the rep- 
eated Iraqi calls for peace neg- 
otiations to solve the conflict. The 
government also calls on all Arabs 
to help Iraq, while supporting all 
good efforts to put a near end to 
the war. 

Lebanese problem 

“Jordan's position towards the 
Lebanese problem is based on the 
principles of fraternal nationalism 
and on a deep understanding of 
the dangers caused by the Israeli 
occupation of parts of Lebanon 
and the deep divisions among the 
Lebanese people. We call for eff- 
orts to end the Israeli occupation 
of Lebanon and the withdrawal of 
all non-Lebanese forces from 
Lebanon so as to let that Arab 
country to treat its wounds and 
solve its internal problems in an 
atmosphere of freedom and sec- 
urity. 

Egypt’s return 

“The government also believes 
that Lhe dangerous & ige our nat- 
ion is passing through and the fer- 
ocity of the attack it faces compels 
us to work to thwart all con- 
spiracies that aim at giving our 
enemy the chance to deal with 
each Arab separately and isolating 
Egypt from the Arab World and 
Arab causes. 

“The Arab decision to isolate 
Egypt m 1979, however, was not 
emotional but was compelled by 
the political conditions in Egypt. 
Hie decision was taken by the 
Arab countries, then, to straighten * 
and rectify the course Egypt was 
adopting. 

“A new Egyptian policy mar- 
ked by open mindedness towards 
Arab issues has emerged. Egypt is 
now expressing the wish to build 
bridges with the Arab Nation and 
Jordan welcomes Egypt to return 
to the Arab fold. Jordan will cre- 
ate the suitable atmosphere which 


will allow the Egyptian people, 
with all their resources and great 
potentials, to return to the Arab 
Nation and help it face its issues of 
destiny and dangers. 

Arab, Islamic unity 

“Jordan had been blessed by 
the first rays of Islam and we will 
remain faithful to this heavenly 
message and will preserve this enl- 
ightened spirit, free of fanaticism 
and extremism. Thus, we can pre- 
serve the true spirit of Islam. In 
this context the government will 
work towards bolstering solidarity 
among Arab and Islamic nations 
and win do its best to encourage 
any Arab and Islamic dev- 
elopment and will also support all 
Arab and Islamic causes and str- 
engthen ties between them. 

“The government will follow in 
the footsteps of King Hussein and 
his wise policies in international 
relations. These policies have won 
for Jordan the world’s respect 
because Jordan has always bees 
keen on building bridges of co- 
operation and mutual respect with 
all peace-loving nations with the 
aim of achieving world peace and 
justice and the respect of U.N. 
principles. The government will 
follow the policy of direct dialogue 
with all nations in order to serve 
the interests of Jordan and the 
Arab World in accordance with 
the principles that we believe in 
and defend. 

“The government believes that 
Solutions for our domestic and 
external problems can -be found 
through faithful, and true co- 
operation among all citizens so as 
to build a better future for our chi- 
ldren so that we can tackle our 
issues with confidence.

of the occupied Arab lands in 
order to empty it of its residents 
and obliterate its Islamic and Chr- 
istian holy places”. 

The minister said that Israel cla- 
imed to have discovered the plot 
in order to cover their tracks and 
to enable them to engineer new 
conspiracies at a future date. 

Mr. Masri added that this evil 
attempt re-craphasises that Israeli* 
plots are continuing and that Jor- 
dan has warned against them and 
has appealed to Arabs and Mus- 
lims to rise to such challenges in 
order to save the land, people and 
holy places. 


Abundant copper reserves 
in south, says NRA head 


A M M AN ( Petra J — Copper ore is 
available in large quantities in the 
south of Jordan, particularly in the 
Wadi Araba area, some 7ti kil- 
ometres east of the valley, acc- 
ording to engineer Mohammad 
Abu Ajamieh. head of geological 
researches and mining at the Nat- 
ural Resources Authority t NRA). 

Mr. Abu Ajamieh said that the 
NRA has signed an agreement 
with a British company to conduct 
technical and feasibility studies on 
the project. The agreement also 
includes a feasibility study to est- 
ablish a copper factory with a pro- 
duction capacity of 3.000 tons a 
year, Mr. Abu Ajamieh added. 

The NRA Mr. Abu Ajamieh 
said, last year shipped 630 tonnes 
. of the copper ore to an industrial 


laboratory in Chile. 

The selection of Chile was 
based on previous studies whe- 
reby experiments on the ext- 
raction of copper from the ore by 
several means were conducted, 
and were found to be the best 
methods for extracting the metal 
from Jordanian copper ore. 

Experiments on samples dis- 
patched by the NRA have started 
and will continue for six months, 
following which an economic eva- 
luation and final reports will app- 
ear. 

Preliminary experiments show 
that Jordanian copper is among 
the highest quality in the world 
containing 99.9 per cent copper, 
he said. 


Metrology course slated 


AMMAN (Petra) — A ten-day" 
training course on metrology will 
be held in Amman on March 3 
with the participation of a group of 
trainees from national Arab dep- 
artments of standardisation and 
metrology - 

The course programme, to be 
organised by the Arab Org- 
anisation for Standardisation and 
Metrology (AOSM). includes lec- 
tures and practical exercises in 
industrial and legal metrology in 
addition to field visits to industrial 
and scientific institutions as well as 
firms in Jordan. 

Meanwhile, another training 
course on quality control and its 
applications in the foodstuff ind- 
ustry is scheduled to open here in 


mid April. 

The course, which is being org- 
anised by the AOSM in co- 
operation with the Department of 
Standardisation and Metrology at 
the Ministry of Industry. Trade 
and Tourism in Jordan, will inc- 
lude lectures and practical training 
in quality control in industiy. met- 
hods of establishing quality con-" 
trol sections in factories, quality 
control in the foodstuff industry, 
and methods of testing samples. 

Specialists from the Int- - 
emational Standardisation Org- 
anisation (ISO) and the United 
Nations Industrial Development 
Organisation (UNIDO) will be 
taking part in the course lectures. 
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A programme of action 

IN his new government’s policy statement to parliament Mon- 
day, Prime Minister Ahmad ‘Obeidat pledged to deepen and 
enrich democratic practices m Jordan and to work tirelessly 
for more participation by citizens in public life. He also pledged 
to uphold Jordan's ideals and principles in respecting the 
rights of the individual and the state, and strongly reaffirmed 
Jordan’s total commitment to the successful realisation of the 
Arab Nation’s common struggle to regain its hill rights, in 
Palestine and elsewhere. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat made it clear that his government will fight 
poverty and corruption wherever these social Qls existed and 
thrived. He also promised to press ahead with development 
programmes, in almost every field — educational, cultural, 
social, agricultural — and at all levels possible. 

His statement came strong and resounded with hope, but 
without promising more than what the public sector could 
handle in running the affairs of the country at this particularly 
difficult time. 

With this programme of action in mind, no-one should ass- 
ume that the task of the new government is easy. The challenges 
facing Jordan — political, social and economic — have never 
been easily surmountable and they continue to affect our lives 
from day to day. The Palestinian problem with its full dim- 
ensions, the real Israeli threat against oar very existence, Leb- 
anon, the Iran- Iraq war, as well as divisions and perpetual 
disunity in Arab ranks, are all difficult questions that our 
government will have to face from dawn to dusk and bey- 
ond. At home, consecutive development plans, industrial and 
agricultural projects, our social and political institutions have 
depended heavily on our ability to race with time, and on our 
creativity and hard work, in an atmosphere of stability and 
security for all. So unless we are willing to continue to step op 
our efforts to achieve more progress, in a good spirit of par- - 
tic i pa tin n and responsibility, new difficulties of afl sorts will 
definitely arise and be added to the strains and strings coming 
from the outside. 

The new government's statement of policy thus leaves no 
room for doubt about either the hopes or the concerns of the 
Jordanian people at this crucial moment in our history. Too 
many people tend to leave it to their leaders to do everything for 
them. But the time has long passed when this tendency can any 
longer be tolerated, if Jordan is to make the great leap forward 
which we all seek. 

As directed by His Majesty the King, a new effort, ready 
with new blood and fresh energy, is needed for the next stage. 
The government of Mr. ‘Obeidat is perfectly qualified to spe- 
arhead this effort, but it remains up to us to realise the hopes 
and subdue the concerns. 

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra'i: Last line of defence 

OVER THE long years of the Arab-lsracli conflict, one fact has 
remained dear for all to see: That Jordan has been a defence line 
confronting the Zionist enemy and protecting the whole Arab Nat- 
ion. Arab countries should realise that Jordan is at present con- 
fronting Zionist attempts to Judaise Arab territory in the occupied 
lands and their threats to the East Bank itself. Also the Palestinians 
under Israeli rule are continuously exposed to Israeli repression and 
all forms of intimidation. The Palestine Liberation Organisation 
{PLOt is also threatened by Israel and by certain Arab states. So it is 
clear that the Jordanians and Palestinians are facing pressure and 
threats from all sides. 

The pressure on us from other Arab slates is driving us to a point of 
succumbing to Israel’s will and terms. Once the Jordanian defence 
line is destroyed, the Zionists will have the whole way open to them 
to get to the other parts of the Arab World. In the light of the 
situation. Jordan finds it necessary to make moves aimed at finding a 
formula with the PLO to ensure a joint action towards securing the 
liberation of Arab land and people. We do not want a new cat- 
astrophe for the Arab World and therefore we must take action to 
foil Israel's attempts to use this country as a bridge to pass to the 
other pans of the Arab World. 

Al Dustour: Kohl’s admirable courage 

WEST GERM AN Chancellor Helmut Kohl displayed great courage 
and tenacity in his talks with Israeli leaders. He set a good example to 
other European nations in being able to withstand Israeli pressures to 
make Bonn change its policies with regard to the Arab- Israeli con- 
flict. Despite the hostile atmosphere which Kohl had to face in Israel 
and despite the Israeli leaders' attempts to remind Germany of 
atrocities committed against the Jews by the Nazis. Chancellor Kohl 
remained true to his country's policies. He reaffirmed the rights of 
the Palestinian people in their own homeland and criticised Israel's 
policy of building settlements on Arab territory. 

The five-day visit ended with divergent views and differences on 
. several of the points discussed, all because Israel had tried to exercise 
pressure and blackmail on West Germany to force it to change its 
position. West Germany and other Western European nations are 
linked together by political, cultural and economic relations with the 
Arab countries and it will be impossible for Israel to achieve its ends 
through pressure on these nations. We hope other foreign nations 
will iollow the example set by West Germany and so help end Israel's 
arrogance and its disregard for international will. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Duty to register 

JORDAN HAS been the scene of an extensive campaign to register 
voters for the coming elections in the East Bank. This will end up with 
a whole generation of men and women being registered so as to 
Secure their democratic right in parliamentary elections from now on. 
Men as well as women who have reached 2H years of age are invited 
to register at the specially appointed centres so that they can help 
choose their parliamentary representatives. By registering at the 6lin 
or so centres now open in the country people can confirm their full 
■right to participate in the parliamentary election, thisbeing a national 
responsibility and a wav of participating in the shaping of the cou- 
ntry’s future policies. 

it citizens eligible to vote fail to register now. it will be difficult on 
the national level to re-examine the lists and issue new ones in the 
future. So it is the duty of every citizen to lake part in the process and 
help democratic life run its proper course. 


Here’s a gun for your credibility

IT IS ironic that gutts should 
emerge once again as the ins- 
trument of America's battered 
credibility in the Middle East, 
yet this seems indeed to be the 
case. 1 am talking about the 
Reagan administration s ann- 
ouncement a few days ago that 
it intended to send to Congress 
a request for an arms-, 
and- money aid package to Jor- 
dan to finance.... to finance 
what exactly? The Americans, 
in their peculiar rodeo and 
show business style, say the 
<*2uil million package would 
equip a Jordanian “rapid dep- 
loyment force" of several tho- 
usand Jordanian troops that 
would rush to any military 
emergency in an Arab oil- 
producing state in the Gulf. No 
doubt if they had their way. 
the Americans would also 
equip the Jordanian rapid dep- 
loyment force with silver bul- 
lets. white horses and pho- 
tographs of John Riggins. The 
tale from America, as por- 
trayed by the American media 
with varying degrees of acc- 
uracy. is that the Jordanian 
rapid deployment force would 
be a classy way to have the 
Arabs do the dirty work of sec- 
uring America's strategic (ie. 


oil) interests in the Gulf region 
in the face of any internal or 
external threats. Enter King 
Hussein. 

In his press conference here 
Saturday. King Hussein said 
there are no plans to form or 
build a force "that would carry 
that name". He also went out 
of his way. several times, in two 
different languages, in res- 
ponse to at least, golly gee, five 
different questions, to state 
over and over again that Jor- 
dan’s armed forces had always 
helped Arab states who req- 
uested such help, and would 
always do so in the future if 
asked. In other words, the King 
said: Yes. Jordan did. does, 
and will always help threatened 
Arab states, but. no. Jordan 
will not put on a Barbara Wai- 
ters hat and ride into battle in 
the Arabian oil fields behind 
the drummers and buglers of 
American militarism. 

Just as a sidelight: One 
thinks that America is pro- 
bably justified in trying to find 
someone else to play war for it 
in Lhe Middle East, given rec- 
ent American military exp- 
eriences in this region. The last 
two American military moves 
around the bazaars of Arabia 


have been less than glorious: 
When President Carter sent in 
the troops to rescue the Ame- 
rican hostages in Iran, the res- 
ult was a sad. tragic fiasco in the 
desen. When President Rea- 
gan sent in the Marines to bring 
peace, sovereignty and ter- 
ritorial integrity to Lebanon, 
the American troops and their 
embassy were promptly blown 
sky high, and now remain bun- 
kered underground in a ter- 
rible. seif-made dilemma that 
sees them militarily ineffective 
and politically confusing. No 
wonder, therefore, that Ame- 
ricans have little desire to send 
in their troops to other Middle 
Eastern hotspots. 

So. when America proposes 
to provide Jordan with over 
S2(Hi million worth of military 
equipment and training, what 
should Jordan and the Arabs 
think? One possibility is tem- 
pting: Are the Americans try- 
ing to show, in deeds rather 
than merely words, that they 
are embarking on a new policy 
to ensure the stability of the 
Middle East by relying on the 
friendship, and meeting the 
legitimate security needs of. 
both Arabs and Israelis? Dare 
one think such enormous tho- 


ughts? Perhaps. The pos- 
sibility. however slim, should 
not be- ruled out. The Reagan 
administration can be accused 
of many things, but one thing it 
has demonstrated is a solid., 
politically acute sense of what 
it can get of the Congress. It is 
unlikely to have decided to 
present the aid request for Jor- 
dan to the Congress without 
feeling quite sure that it had 
neutralised Israeli objections 
to the deal ahead of time. In 
other words: Is Mr. Reagan 
leaning on the Israelis in an 
American election year in his 
bid to show a more even- 
handed face to the Arabs, par- 
ticularly to such traditionally 
moderate and West- leaning 
Arabs such as Jordan and the 
Gulf states? Perhaps. We shall 
soon see. 

If so. can one anticipate that 
a more even-handed American 
military assistance policy in the 
area would spill over into the 
political arena? If. for example. 
Jordan and the PLO reach agr- 
eement on a joint political str- 
ategy to unblock the frozen 
Arab-Israeli peace-making 
scene, would the Americans 
respond in kind by either sof- 
tening their harsh position 


vis-a-vis the PLO. or leaning 
on the Israelis to do the same 
on the PLO, settlements or*, 
withdrawal from Lebanon? 

This is the stuff of dreamers, 
of course, but it needs to be 
reviewed in the face of the app- 
arent resolve of the Reagan ’ 
administration on the question 
of supplying military aid to 
Jordan in the face of strong Isr- 
aeli opposition. 

An. interesting point that 
King Hussein made m his press 
conference was his reference to 
the “lack of credibility'' among 
'the Arabs themselves. Of cou- 
rse. we think a lack of cre- 
dibility is one of the constants 
of American policy in the Mid- 
dle East. But it is refreshing — 
almost emotionally cleansing 
— to hear an Arab leader say in 
public that we. too. we Arabs, 
are also badly lacking in the 
credibility department. One 
restores lost credibility by 
deeds, not only by words, and 
therefore it is intriguing that 
two of the key figures in the 
Middle East picture — Pre- 
sident Reagan and King Hus- 
sein — seem to be embarking 
on resolute courses designed to 
break the logjam and paralysis 
of the moment. 


All of this may be idk spe- 
culation. or. far worse, naht 
mi sin t e r p r e tation. But the big 
question remains unanswered 
in my mind: Why should Ron- 
ald Reagan ask Congress to 
ignore Israel's strong obj- 
ections arid approve’ a major 
military assistance package fo 
Jordan — that bad little cou-’ 
ntry that’ refuses to join the 
Camp David talks and keeps.' 
gening closer to the l*LO nas- 
ties — and all of this dunngthc 
heat of an .American pre- 
sidential election? 

It is perhaps unfafr louse die 
movement of guns as an in*, 
trument to measure credjbjfoty. 
but f think this is to unf- 
ortunate fact of life m fhs Mid- 
dle East. Keep your eye on the : 
American Congress for a Jew 
months. Could it prove to be 
the spawning ground for the 
Reagan administration to dev- 
elop a fresh American attitude 
■towards the Arab-Israeli que- 
stion 7 W so, the Arabs will have 
an important new opportunity 
to reciprocate the novel slide 
towards reason that has always- 
proved to be so- treacherous 
and so fragile in a land dom- 
inated by the guns of the mor- 
ally gutless. 



Trudeau whistles in a wilderness

TORONTO — Prime Minister 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau, comparing 
himself to a referee in violent hoc- 
key match between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, has 
devoted three months of nearly 
frantic travel around the world to 
his peace initiative. 

But after consultations with 
dozens of national leaders, the 
Canadian leader has few concrete 
accomplishments to show for his 
efforts. 

What Mr. Trudeau would like 
to see as the climax of his drive — 
a trip to Moscow — is hostage to 
the uncertain health of Soviet 
party chief Yuri V. Andropov, 
who has promised only a meeting 
"at a time in the not too distant 
future." 

Mr. Trudeau is now in the mid- 
dle of a tour of three Soviet allies. 

— Czechoslovakia. East Germany 
and Romania in the hope that his 
message can be communicated to 
the Kremlin indirectly. 

Even though his specific pro- 
posals are stalled, the key goal the 
Canadian leader set for his peace 
initiative in a speech last October 

— " to reverse the dangerously 
downward trend line in East- West 
relations" — does seem to have 
occurred. 

A senior Canadian official who 
has been working full-time on the 
peace drive, speaking on con- 
dition that he not be identified, 
said in a telephone interview that 


Mr. Trudeau realised from the 
start that improving relations 
would be "a very long-term pro- 
position". 

“ His intention in the short-term 
was to take one or two steps tow- 
ards reversing the deterioration." 
the official said, going to contend 
that one can “point to progress" in 
the talks among foreign ministers 
al Stockholm and in recent cou- 
nciliatory comments by U.S. Pre- 
sident Reagan. 

“If anybody claims that this 
change of tone is Mr. Trudeau’s 
doing, he’s certainly exa- 
ggerating.” said John Holmes, a 
professor at the Canadian Ins- 
titute of International Affairs in 
Toronto. “I would say he’s made 
some contribution." 

At a news conference Thursday 
in Prague after talks with Cze- 
choslovak President Gustav 
Husak. Mr. Trudeau managed to 
depic his initiative in terms of the 
Canadian national sport. 

“I see the two superpowers like 
two hockey teams. They are sup- 
posed to play a peaceful game, but 
sometimes a fight breaks out and 
one side begins to strike the other 
and the other side begins to strike 
' back.” Mr. Trudeau said. 

“1 suppose it's an academic que- 
stion as to who strikes first. What 
is important is to stop the fighting 
and to get on with the game." he 
continued. 

“That is what interests the Can- 
adian people, because they know 
if fighting breaks out between the 
two superpowers, it will be dif- 


ferent from a hockey game in that 
all the spectators will also be des- 
troyed- So we are like referees at a 
hockey match. We are telling the- 
players to get back to the table, get 
back to the game.” 

.The specific proposals Mr. Tru- 
deau has put forth — such as a 
five-power nuclear disarmament 
-conference and a ban on anti- 
satellite weapons — seem to be 
gping nowhere. The prime min- 
ister’s aides have said from the 
start however, that the proposals 
are not so important in the- 
mselves. but needed as talking 
■points to get East-West dialogue 
moving again. 

The Canadian news media have 
followed every step in Mr. Tru- 
deau's initiative with great att- 
ention. while occasionally rem- 
arking that the effort was not cau- 
sing much of a stir elsewhere. 

In an interview with the winner 
of an S 1 1 million lottery — largest 
ever in North America — the Tor- 
onto Star noted testily on Thu- 
rsday that the big jackpot “even 
got better coverage than Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau’s peace 
; miss ion” in U.S. newspapers. 

“You don’t suppose he’ll get 
jealous, do you?” replied Stuart 
Kelly, the truck driver- 
turned- million aire . 

After leaving Czechoslovakia, 
Mr. Trudeau spent the weekend in 
Davos. Switzerland, at an int- 
ernational conference of bus- 
inessmen. He travelled Monday to 
East Germany, to be followed by a 
visit to Romania on Wednesday. 



Since November he has con- 
ferred with President Reagan, 
Pope John Paul II. U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar, and leaders in London, 
Paris, Bonn. Rome, Brussels, The 
Hague. Peking and Tokyo. He 
also won endorsement from a 
Commonwealth summit meeting 
in New Delhi. 

The timetable for the proposed 
trip to Moscow is squeezed by 
domestic political considerations. 
Mr. Trudeau, whose Liberal Party 
tails far behind the opposition 
Progressive Conservatives, is gen- 
erally expected to step down in 
February or March, giving his 
party time to choose a new leader 
and call elections this fail. 


Gen. Figueiredo will not name a successor

BRASILIA — Brazil is due tc 
elect a new president a year from 
now. but soldier- President Joao 
Figueiredo has detached himself 
increasingly from lhe political 
process of finding his successor. 

Unlike his four military pre- 
decessors since the iy64 coup. 
General Figueiredo has absolved 
himself of any responsibility in the 
choice of the new president. 

In a New Year speech, he wit- 
hdrew his acceptance of an inv- 
itation from the ruling Social 
Democrat Party iPDSl to coo- 
rdinate the succession and said he 
would not name him. 

The parties are at loggerheads 
over the issue. 

The PDS wants to maintain the 
system of indirect presidential ele- 
ctions introduced after the coup, 
as its majority in the electoral col- 
lege means the PDS candidateis 


assumed of becoming president. 

But the main opposition Dem- 
ocratic Movement Party ( PMDB ). 
supported by other opposition 
groups, this month launched its 
supporters on a nationwide cam- 
paign for direct presidential ele- 
ctions, last held in I yeti. 

The combined opposition has a 
majority in the lower house, but 
not the two-thirds needed to cha- 
nge the constitution and impose a 
direct poll. On Wednesday at least 
1 5O.OH0 people packed Sao 
Paulo's central square to support 
the opposition campaign, in Bra- 
zil's largest demonstration in 20 
years. 

Gen. Figueiredo said last year 
that he was in favour of direct ele- 
ctions. but the PDS would not 
hear of such a change and the pre- 
sident later said indirect elections 
were legitimate. 

Whatever happens, the January 
l y«5 elections are likely to end 21 
years of military rule. The armed 


forces have repeatedly said they 
want to detach themselves from 
politics, and have consistently 
supported Gen. Figueiredo’s pol- 
icy of apertura — the opening up 
of political life. 

Uneasy with civilians 

But he delayed receiving civ- 
ilian Paulo iMaiuf. Maverick for- 
mer governor of the state of Sao 
Paulo and another top pre- 
sidential hoepful. and found it 
hard to smile at the meeting. 

‘Smile. President, relax,’ Mr. 
Maluf told the head of state. 

" This house is mine. F II do what 
1 like.” reporters quoted Gen. 
Figueiredo as snapping back. 

The alleged remarks were given 
prominence in the press, and 
front-page photographs of a sco- 
wling Figueiredo and a beaming 
Maluf infuriated the president. 

He ordered his spokesman. Car- 
los A til a, to ban photographers 


from presidential audiences, and 
Mr. Atila told the press corps their 
pictures were so awful that had 
they been wedding photographers 
they would all be out of work. 

He is known for his outspoken 
comments and quick temper, yet 
this new image contrasts with a 
face shown during parliamentary 
elections in 1982. when Brazilians 
were delighted to find him jogging 
along the beach and joking about 
his health. 

There were acid moments even 
then, however. 

Asked if he liked the smell of 
the crowds when campaigning, he 
was q uoted as saying:" I prefer the 
smell of horses.’’ 

A former intelligence chief, 
Gen. Figueiredo has given the 
impression from the outset of 
being a reluctant president. When 
chosen for the office by former 
President Ernesto Geisel, he said 
he had not sought the hipest off- 
ice but would do his duty. 


Lagos press accuses 
new military rulers 
of ‘tardiness’

LAGOS — Nigeria's vocal press, 
tom apart by divisive party loy- 
alties during the country’s short- 
lived civilian administration, is 
reasserting itself as a watchdog 
over the new military government. 

Only a few weeks after Maj.- 
Gen. Mohammed Buhari led the 
armed forces to overturn the ele- 
cted government of President 
Shehu Shagari. Nigerian new- 
spapers are already grumbling 
over the "tardiness" of their mil- 
itary rulers. 

“Two full weeks after this gov- 
ernment came to power, to the 
applause of a large majority of 
Nigerians, the impression is gra- 
dually being formed that those 
who made the coup chose first to 
install themselves in power, and 
only thereafter to worry over what 
to do with the power.” the ind- 
ependent Guardian said in an edi- 
torial. 

None of the dozen-plus national 
dallies, and especially the opp- 
osition press which had per- 
sistently accused Mr. ShagarFs 
government of corruption and 
mismanagement, remained silent - 
during the general jubilation 
which greeted die new year’s eve 
coup. But the jubilation was sho- 
rtlived. 

The grumbling began as a gentle 
prodding of the qew rulers, urging 
them to announce a clear-cut pro- 
gramme that would return the 
country to economic order as ple- 
dged by Gen. Buhari. 

Following days of coverage on 
the arrests and interrogation of 
former politicians and the families 
of those that fled the coup, the 
press faced the military eyeball to 
eyeball: 

“They are indecisive, slow, hes- 
itant. if not downright confused.” 
commented the independent Tri- 
bune. which supported the main 
opposition Unity Party of Nigeria 
(UPN). now banned along with * 
the other parties. 

The new rulers have so far taken 
the increasingly hard tone of the 
press criticism coolly. But new- 
spaper editors have said that the 
number two man in the gov- 
ernment. Brigadier Tunde idi- 
agbon, has told them that the mil- 
itary would not accept the press 
dictating policy to them. 

At a press briefing last week. 
Brig. Idragbon was quoted as cri- 
ticising some papers for inaccurate 
reporting but he made no threats 
of action against them. 

“Some of your stories, write- 
ups and suggestions have not been 
helpfuL” he was quoted as saying. 
“Many seem to demonstrate a 
lack of sympathy, even und- 
erstanding for. the objectives of 
the government which you bailed 
only two weeks ago.” 

Political analysts said the length 
of the honeymoon between the 
military and the press would dep- 
end on how decisively the new 
leadership moved on their pro- 
mise to reshape the country’s bat- 
tered economy; bring down run- 
away inflation, pay a backlog of 
workers' salaries and open up 
more jobs for thousands of school 
leavers and university graduates. • 

"Above alL the initial press 
approbation of the coup not- 
withstanding. only a definite pro- 
gramme for a return to civilian 
government .will sustain press 
endorsement of the military reg-

irae.” one paper said. 

Senior journalists who hailet 
the coup were quick to explau 
that their support did not meat 
they did not recognise that Nig 
erians had a right to. and wanted, a 
democratic government. 

And editors whose offices am 
homes were raided by the polka 
during the Shagari administrate! 
dismissed the foreign press' des 
cription of the coup as an assaul 
on democracy. 

“The trouble with the Westen 
media is that they can choose to b< 
blantantly ignorant or hyp- 
ocriticaL" wrote columnist Yak- 
ubu Mohammed, whose Nations 
Concord newspaper was voc- 
iferous in the press war against the 
Shagari government. 

. “Has the Western press evei 
bothered to compute the cost ol 
democracy to Nigerians who wcai 
the shoes and who alone know 
where they pinch?” he asked. 

Media executives welcomed the 
coup because it ended what thej 
saw as the takeover for pro- 
paganda of state-owned tel- 
evision. radio and newspaper hou- 
ses by the ruling parties, both ai 
federal and state levels. 

After the 1979 elections endec 
13 years of military rule, state! 
ruled by opposition parties set up 
their own radio and television sta- 
tions. saying that they had not 
been given a fair deal by the fed- 
eral government-controlled Nig- 
erian Television Authority < NT A! 
whose main evening news bulletin 
attracts an estimated 25 mfliion 
viewers. 

Nigeria’ airwaves became a ver- 
itable babel at the height of last 
August's election campaign, as the 
radio and. TV stations vied with 
each other to win the national aud- 
ience. 

Soon after . the governors oi 
Nigeria's 19 states took office fol- 
1 owing the polls, they took a heavy 
axe to the media houses, rooting 
out “opposition journalists” and 
management and replacing them 
with their own appointees. • - " J

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In a world of abundance, hundreds of millions starve 


AT FIRST glance. 1WK3 seemed 
an unlikely year in which to have 
been concerned with food sho- 
rtages. The largest wheat sur- 
pluses in history are overflowing 
silos around the globe. The 
world's largest cereal producer, 
the United States of America, has 
paid farmers to produce less, and 
an area larger than Italy has been 
taken out by production. Int- 
ernational prices for a number of 
basic roods -- rice, wheal, maize, 
soybeans and edible oils - are 
relatively tow. 


Vet in spite of this apparent 
abundance of food, food con- 
sumption per head of population 
in, many ot the world's poorer 
countries is falling. Faced by this 
alarming paradox, the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation of the 
United Nations iFACri has chosen 
to focus on food security. It is clear 
‘that for millions of people a rel- 
iable. secure supply of food rem- 
ains as uncertain now as ever in 
the past. What is more, it would 
lake only two or three poor grain 
harvest in a few major production 
areas to create disastrous sho- 
rtages of food around the world. 


What is food security? 
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escaped after a brief melee. Rbtke was immediately called in to keep

sufficient food production to feed 
a rapidly expanding world pop- 
ulation at prices that people can 
afford, and the more immediate 
problem of overcoming eme- 
rgency shortages in particular 
countries and areas. 

« Edouard Saouma. FAO's 
director-general, explained 
FAO’s view. “The ultimate obj- 
ective of world food security", he 
said, “should be to ensure that all 
people at all times have both phy-‘ 
sical and economic access to the 
basic food they need." 


1960s. Thirty per cent more food 
is produced today than in years 
ago. Taking the world's pop- 
ulation as a whole, per caput food 
production shows a similarly ste- 
ady. if less spectacular, increase of 
around" 10 per cent. 

Vet FAO estimates that more 
than 450 million people, or.about 
ten per cent of the worl j$ pop- 
ulation. are seriously und- 
ernourished. If current trends in 
food - production and population 
growth continue. FAO predicts 
that this number will increase by 
an additional three quarters of a 
million each month for the next 17 
years to more than 6(10 million by 
the year 2MJW. 

Wide variations in production 
are common within individual 
cou nines, ironically, food sho- 
rtages are usually most acute in 
rural areas, where the majority of 
the world's population, and its 
farmers, live. 

Tn" i he 197ns. food 1 production 
fluctuated widely from year to 
year in a number of countries, but 
the majority of countries in the 
Near East. Asia and Latin Ame- 
rica. completed jhe-.l97us with 
higher per caput food output than 
decade before. 

Asia has shown the strongest 
growth in food production. Four 
low-income countries, accounting 
for some 4t> per cent of world 
population, have made notable 
progress towards self-sufficiency 
in basic foods. India is close to 
supplying its own cereal needs, 
while China. Indonesia and the 
Philippines. have lifted rice pro- 
duction to levels which ensure 
self-sufficiency in most years. 

The situation, in Africa is less 
promising. Thirty of the 43 dev- 
eloping coumries in the region 
cannot produce enough food for 
their populations. Per head. Afr- 
icans now have lb per cent less 
domestically grown food available 
to .them than in the early 197bs. 
On average, diets in African pro- 
vide six per cent less energy than 
the minimum required for sus- 
tained healthy living. 


fates have made the cost of bor- 
rowing money to pay for these 
essential foods a crippling burden, 
especially since many of these 
coumries must also import their 
supplies of oil. 

To make matters worse, the real 
prices of many agricultural export 
commodities, which provide dev- 
eloping countries with at least a 
third of their income, are at a 20 
year low. 


commodities exported by dev- 
eloping countries have enabled 
foreign exchange earnings to be 
maintained.

Paths to greater food security 


In general, much more progress 
has been made in meeting the 
immediate threat of food sho- 
rtages than in dealing with the 
underlying causes of inadequate, 
or unequal, access to supplies. 
■Food aid. reserve stocks and eme- 
rgency food credit have helped to 
prevent serious crises over the 
past decade. Measures to 
mutate food production, with the 
qim' of reaching selrisufficiencrrnr- 
‘countries which are chronically 
short of food, have been less suc- 
cessful. 


In general the situation with 
respect to food production is most 
serious among the low income 
countries which must regularly 
import basic foods. In 1SJK2. 
thirty-three out of 69 of the cou- 
ntries experienced a considerable 
reduction in the per caput supply 
of cereals, vlany of these cou- 
ntries. although not the mosi pop- 
ulous ones, are in Africa. 


World food production 


The world's farmers have pro- 
duced enough to feed everyone 
adequately in most years since the 


Prospects for the low income, 
food deficit coumries are made 
even more bleak by waning int- 
ernational generosity. Just six 
years ago. food aid accounted for 
three in every ten tonnes of cereals 
imported by Lhese countries. Last 
year, food aid was less than two 
tonnes in every ten. Their food 
import bills have risen five-fold in 
the decade. High real interest 


*The task of improving lood sec- 
urity is complicated by the fact 
that it is influenced by factors 
which arc only indirectly linked to 
food production. For instance, 
emergency Food aid provided to 
prevent a crisis can. by relieving 
pressure on a country's treasury, 
free resources for investment m 
agricultural and future food pro- 
duction. 

Food pricing policies can. acc- 
ording to how they are applied, 
either stimulate or reduce food 
production. A major problem has 
been that policies which provide 
cheap food in urban centres have 
often resulted in low prices being 
paid to farmers, robbing them ol 
any incentive to grow more. 

In recent years many countries 
have acted to establish food stocks 
as an insurance against calamities. 
By 1 9X3. seventy-two coumries 
had established food reserve pro- 
grammes. of these from the 
developing world. The farmer- 
owned reserve in the United Sta- 
tes. as well as the large national 
buffer, stocks established by such 
■coumries as China. India. Ind- 
onesia and Japan.*have added gre- 
atly to the security of the world's 
food supply. But. the goal of est- 
ablishing a global system of co- 
ordinated national food reserves 
has so far eluded ihe most str- 
enuous efforts of planners. 

The problem for the poorer 
countries is the enormity of the 
investment required to make food 
security possible, improvements 
to land, irrigation and water man- 
agement methods, berter roads, 
communications and storage are 
essential, but costly, prerequisites. 
So too is research and dev- 
elopment of farming, forestry and 
fishing systems. Food delivery and 
marketing methods also need con- 
stant refinement, while somehow 
the high costs of quality seeds and 
artificial fertilisers most of which 
are still imported, must be met 
from the national exchequer. 

Trading problems are a for- 
midable constraint on the agr- 
icultural development of many 
countries. The International 
vlonetary Fund can now provide 
■special credits to poor countries 
which face unusually high import 
costs, but this facility is inadequate 
by itself. National budgets are still 
burdened with the high cost of fuel 
and fertiliser imports. 

As for exports, only huge inc- ‘ 
r eases in volume of agricultural 


As the U.N. agency responsible 
for food and agriculture. FAO has 
a major role in helping developing 
countries to strengthen their agr- 
icultural sectors. FAO's regular 
activities aim to strengthen global 
food production while special 
programmes covering emergency 
relief operations, prevention of 
food losses and improvement of 
fertiliser supplies are primarly 
concerned with immediate food- 
security problems. 

Financial investment in dev- 
elopment projects has been gre- 
atly aided by the work of FAO's 
. Investment Centre, which has att- 
racted some *22 billion in funds 
into agricultural and rural dev- 
elopment. v] a jor funding sources 
are the International Oev- 
elopment Agency ithe World 
Bank's low-interest loan arm ' and 
the International Fund for Agr- 
icultural Development (IFAD - . 
Regional banks and funds fin- 
anced by oil-exporting countries 
have also stepped up agricultural 
investment. 

One of FAO’s more recent 
major developments has been the 
establishment ol the Global inf- 
ormation and Early Warning Sch- 
eme- an information network 
which monitors the day-to-day 
state of world food supplies and 
agriculture. The Scheme issues 
food ale r is for nations under ser- 
ious threat of shortages. In pro- 
viding these warnings it draws 
upon data such as rainfall sta- 
tistics. crop prospects, country- 
by-country reserve stock levels, 
international market conditions 
for staple foods, even shipping 
availability. 

In 1 9X2. FAO issued 27 alerts 
which enabled national planners 
to lake early corrective measures. 
The alerts also warn donors of 
impending emergencies. Co- 
ordinated action of this kind was 
instrumental in blunting the eff- 
ects of renewed drought con- 
ditions in central Africa in I9S1 
and 19X2. 

The world is now much better 
equipped to deal with emergency 
food shortages, but contributions 
to emergency reserve stocks are 
still far from adequate. The Uni- 
ted Nations set up the Int- 
ernational Emergency Food Res- 
erve (lEFRl tn 1975 in the wake 
of a devastating- famine in cou- 
ntries south of the Sahara desert. 
The grain is pledged and stored by 
donor countries until called upon 
by FAO to meet critical shortages. 

Most of this emergency aid is 
handled by the World Food Pro- 
gramme. an agency established 
jointly by the U.N. and FAO to 
channel food aid to affected cou- 
ntries. An increasing proportion 
of emergency food aid is now used

Poland raises 

WARSAW (R) — Poland’s communist government 
raised food prices by an average 10 per cent Monday 
despite protests from official trade unions and lea- 
ders of the banned Solidarity labour movement* 


food prices 


The authorities originally wan- 
ted prices to rise by an average 1 5 
per cent and to come into effect 
earlier this month, but they rev- 
ised their proposals after con- 
sultation with the public revealed 
widespread opposition. 

People in Warsaw said there 
appeared to have been little panic 
buying immediately before the 
increases, partly because many of 
the hems affected are products 
such as pork and best, butter, 
which are strictly rationed. 

Scores of pensioners, absentee 


workers and ** professional que- 
uers ’ who wait on behalf of other 
people, were lined up vlonday 
outside shops selling scarce fur- 
nishing materials and fashionable 
clothes. buL lood markets were 
quiet. 

Consultations revealed support 

Government officials said the 
consultations, unprecedented in 
PolanJ. had revealed support for 
small and gradual price rises des- 
igned to alleviate the burden ol 


food subsidies on Poland's bai- 
Leifed economy. 

Leaders of the new unions, 
which replaced Solidarity, have 
condemned the increases as too 
substantial in scope and said they 
will oppose any similar measures 
in future. 

Solidarity's underground Pro- 
visional Coordinating Com- 
mission I fKK released a bulletin 
last week that denounced the con- 
sultations as a fraud and accused 
the government of systematically 
aiming to reduce living standards. 

Poland's influential Roman 
Catholic Church has joined the 
chorus of criticism, though more 
cautiously, saying last week that 
the increases would require Poles 


to make sacrifices at a time of har- 
dship. 

I he government has behaved 
cautiously because previous alt* 
cm pis to raise prices, particularly 
of meat, have provoked violent 
public reaction and in July (9Su 
caused the labour revolt that gave 
rise 10 Solidarity. 

Prices for rationed pork chops 
and ham. which lake priJeof place 
on a Polish d inner lable. rose 
vlonday by 23 percent and 4 1 per 
cent respectively to the equivalent 
of <4.7n and *7.

The diddle East Economic 
Survey (vlEES said the sources 
insisted Saudi Arabia had put 
heavy and medium crude oils into 
storage because production of 
these types of crude would be dis- 
rupted by periodic shutdowns ol 
offshore oil fields. 

According to trade reports, 
some 23 to 25 tankers have been 
chartered to carry between 45 and 
5n million barrels of crude to flo- 
ating or land storage in ihe Far 

East. Caribbean and North-West 
Europe. 

Oil industry sources have sug- 
gested that the floating stockpile 
was to minimise the possible dis- 
ruption ol oil supplies through the 
Gull, through which one-sixth ol 
ihe non-cnmmumsi world's oil 
imports pass, in the event of an - 
escalation in the war between Iran 
and Iraq. 

vlfcES said the oilfield shu- 
tdowns were necessary to tie in 
associated natural gas produced in 
the fields with ihe rest of the Saudi - 
gas system. 


The storage is necessary to ach- 
ieve a balance in Saudi oil sales 
between heavy and light crude 
oils. vlEES quoted the sources as 
saying. 

In order to market its Arabian 
light crude, which sells on the spot 
market at some 3* * cents below the 
official level ol <29 a barrel. Saudi 
Arabia must ol'ler buyers heavy 
crudes, which command a 45- 
cent-a-barrel premium, it said. 

The first gas Irom a new’ project 
aimed at increasing Saudi Ara- 
bia's gas supplies is expected to 
become available this vear. the 
newsletter -reported. 

It said the project, designed to 
boost production ot gas not ass- 
ociated with crude oil production, 
was scheduled lor completion in 
1***6. when the kingdom would be 
able to meet all its local gas req- 
uirements even il crude oil output 
fell to zero 

Ouoting authoritative sources, 
it said the kingdom had over the 
past year been limited in its ability 
in lower crude oil output, because 
it haJ needed to produce crude oil 
to supply enough associated nat- 
ural gas lor local energy needs. 

The new project will tap gas 
from a deep geological formation 
.which underlies existing ollshorc 
oil fields.

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet Union, in a dip- 
lomatic note it made public Sunday, has accused the 
United States of “contradicting” numerous arms 
accords and disregarding its commitments to arms 
reductions. 


The complaints were made "a 
few da vs ago” 10 l he U.S. State 
Department by the Soviet emb- 
assy in W ashington. according 10 
i he Official News Agency TASS, 
which earned the text of the dip- 
lomatic communication. 

Last timid ay . U.S. President 
KoiialJ Reagan seni ib Congress a 
report alleging Soviet "violations 
and probable violations ... with 
respect to a number ol Soviet legal 
obligations and political com- 
mit .nenis in the arms control 
Held.” 

I he Soviet aide-memoire made 
public on Sunday said this of Mr. 
Reagan's report: “As to the att- 
cmpisol the American side to cast 
aspersions on the USSR's honest 


and responsible approach to the 
fulfilment of its commitments 
they are untenable and can be qua- 
lified as being openly directed at 
worsening Soviei-Amcrican rel- 
ations." 

A U.S. embassy spokesman said 
the embassy would have no com- 
ment on what he described as a 
■•private diplomatic com- 
munication." 

vlr. Reagan's report said the 
Soviet conduct "raises doubts 
about the reliability of the USSR 
as a negotiating partner." 

The Soviet statement said the 
aide-memoire "draws the att- 
ention of the American side to its 
negative actions in the field of 
arms limitation.” 


“The point at issue is the app- 
roach of the United States to the 
very process of arms limitation 
and reduction and the fulfilment: 
of the legal and political com- 
mitments it has assumed in this 
field.'' the statement said. 

The statement said the Soviet 
Union had shown patience and 
restraint while hoping the United 
States would "rectify the sit- 
uation." 

"This, however, did not hap- 
pen.” it said. ** vlore than thaL 
such negative actions have sno- 
wballed and become especially 
serious in the general context of 
the militaristic policy pursued by 
the present administration." 

The Soviet statement also int- 
roduced a new angle in vloscow's 
public position on the deployment 
of U.S. medium-range missiles in 
vVesiem Eruope. It said the SALT 
It treaty prohibits its cir- 
cumvention through third parties, 
or other countries, and that the 


deployments therefore violated 
the treaty. 

The second Strategic Arms 
Limitation Treaty was not ratified 
by the United States because of 
the Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan and controversy in 
the U.S. Senate over verification 
procedures and other issues. 

A Western diplomat, who asked 
not to be identified, said 
medium-range cruise .missiles 
were covered under a protocol to 
the SALT 11. but that the protocol 
expired in December 19X1. Ano- 
ther Western diplomat said the 
cruise and Pershing 2 missiles are 
medium-range, not strategic, and 
therefore not covered by the unr- 
atifted SALT II. 

The Soviets have maintained 
that deployment of the Missiles in 
Western Europe has upset the 
U.S.-Soviet strategic balance bec- 
ause the rockets are capable of str- 
iking Soviet territory. 


Basque guerrillas claim 
killing Spanish general 


MADRID (R - The Basque 
Separatist Group ETA has cla- 
imed responsibility for killing a 
Spanish general who was gunned 
down outside his home Sunday, 
police said Monday. 

An anonymous caller tel- 
ephoned a radio station in Madrid 
Sunday night and said E TA's 
political- military wing carried out 
the murder. Police said they were 
investigating the claim. 

Spanish Prime Minister Felipe 
Gonzalez was due to attend the 
luncral Monday ol Lieutenant- 
General Guillermo Quintana 
Lacaci as police searched for the 
killers. 

General Quintana, former head 
of the Madrid military region, was 
murdered despite ten days of rig- 
orous security checks in the capital 
by pivl ice who suspected a top 
commando of ETA might strike. 

The killing was a blow for Mr. 
Gonzalez’s Socialist government, 
which has had limited success in 


dealing with ETA. fighting for an 
independent state in the Basque 
region. 

General Quintana died ins- 
tantly when two men shot him 
three limes in (he head outside his 
home in a fashionable residential 
district of Madrid as he relumed 
from mass shortly after midday. 

His wife. Maria Elena, was hit in 
the leg and retired Colonel Fra- 
ncisco Gil Pachon. also acc- 
ompanying him. was grazed by 
two shots. 

Police set up security checks on 
main roads out of the city, at rai- 
lway stations and Barajas Airport. 

Alter the general's body was 
transferred to Madrid's forensic 
hospital, security officials said 
they thought ETA (Basque Hom- 
eland and Freedom had carried 
out the attack in revenge for a rec- 
ent crackdown on its activists in 
Spain and in southwestern France. 

Police found 13 cartridges of 
the type used by ETA by l he body. 


Filipino demonstrators 
to continue march today 


MANILA i R Several hundred 
anti-gov eminent demonstrators 
camped on the outskirts ol Manila 
said Monday they would resume 
their 145 kilometre jog into the 
capital in protest against last Fri- 
day's referendum on the Phi- 
lippines constitution. 

Protest leader Agapito "But/" 
Aquino, brother of slain opp- 
osition leader Bcnigno Aquino, 
told reporters police had given 
them permission to resume at 
dawn Tuesday alter they had agr- 
eed to be searched bclore starting, 
to be -oil the streets by dusk and 
not to block iralfic. 

About 5 ini hard-core joggers 
set out on Friday Irom vlr. Aqu- 
ino's hometown in Tarlac.nonltol 
Manila, for Manila Airport, where 
the former senator was shot dead 
last Aug. 2 1 . 

Billed as " l arlac-to- Tarmac", 
the protest got as far as the town of 
vlcycauayan. just outside met- 
ropolitan Manila and 4(1 kil- 
ometres short of its destination. 


when it was stopped on Saturday 
by armed police and the par- 
amilitary Philippines con- 
stabulary. 

About 1 .(Km mostly young 
people, including residents of nea- 
rby towns, joined the dem- 
onstrators in the square facing 
vlcycauayan's 25(>-year-old 
Roman Catholic Church. 

The only reported arrests were 
on an alleged member of the 
Communist guerrilla New Peo- 
ple's Army andadriverwhom pol- 
ice said had grenades in his veh- 
icle- 

The protest was organised by 
several of the groups opposed to 
President Ferdinand Marcos that 
blossomed after the Aquino kil- 
ling. 

Butz Aquino said the joggers 
now hoped to reach Manila Air- 
port by Tuesday evening. They 
had hoped to arrive as first results 
were being announced of last Fri- 
day’s referendum 


5 Pakistanis killed by 
Indian troops in Kashmir

live Pakistanis were killed earlier 
this month in a series or border 
clashes between Indian and Pak- 
istani troops in disputed Kashmir 
region, the United News nt India 
1 1. 1 N | reported Sunday. 

An Indian Defence Ministry 
spokesman said Indian and Pak- 
istani forces stationed on cither 
side ol the cease-fire line in Kas- 
hmir exchanged gunfire on several 
occasions in December and early 
January hut that he could not 
immediately confirm the deaths. 

UNIquoied an official source in 
Kashmir as saying that the clashes 
were triggered by the attempted 


infiltration of Pakistani nationals 
into Indian-controlled Poonch 
area. b75 kilometres northwest ol 
New Delhi. The report said Pak- 
istani soldiers npened fire to pro- 
vide military cover to the int- 
ruders. 

The independent news agency 
did not say if the five victims inc- 
luded any Pakistani military per- 
sonnel.

North conducted a classic 
auction. He showed a good 
hand with five diamonds. 
Tour clubs three spades and, 
therefore, a singleton heart 
by jump shifting and then 
raising his partner's suit. 
South had just enough for 
game and no ambitions 
beyond that. 

Declarer won the opening 
heart lead in dummy and 


took the spade finesse. West 
allowed declarer to win the 
trick and. impressed with his 
success, declarer crossed to 
the king of trumps to repeat 
the finesse. When East show- 
ed out, declarer found he had 
already lost control. He tried 
valiantly. He gave up a club 
and the defenders forced 
dummy to ruff a heart. 

Now declarer came to 
hand with a club ruff, cashed 
the ace of trump and tried to 
run diamonds. But West ruff- 
ed the third diamond and the 
defenders collected two 
hearts for down one. 

There was a most unusual 
line of play available to 
declarer. After he had won 
the first spade finesse, he 
should next have take the 
trump finesse the other way! 
While this play might seem 
crazy, it is actually a safety 
play. If West follows to the 
second spade and East wins 
the queen, declarer is still in 
charge. He can ruff the heart 
return in dummy, come to 
hand with the jack of 
diamonds and draw the last 
trump. Then he can run 
diamonds for his contract. 

If West shows out on the 
second trump, declarer can 
rise with the king to repeat 
the marked finesse. Either 
way, he cannot be stopped 
from making ten tricks. 


Khol discusses Kiessling 
affair with Woerner 


BONN ( R - West German Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl summoned 
Defence Minister Manfred Woe- 
rner Monday tor an explanation of 
the latest events surrounding the 
case ol sacked NATO General 
Guemer Kiessling, a government 
spokesman said. 

vlr. Kohl, who arrived back 
Sunday from a testing six-day visit 
to Israel, is under heavy pressure 
to resolve the affair, which has 
embarrassed both government 
and military. 

Many political commentators 
have predicted that Mr. Kohl ' 
would have to sack Mr. Woerner. 
who abruptly dismissed the four- 
star general last month as a sec- 
urity risk after eyewitnesses cla- 
imed to have seen him in a hom- 
osexual bar. 

Gen. Kiessiing. a 5 •''-year-old 
bachieor who was one of NATO's 
two deputy supreme commanders, 
has consistently dented ever being 
in the bar and the credibility of the 
four witnesses has been steadily 


eroded. 

Three of them have said they 
are no longer sure the man they 
saw in the "Tom Tom*’ bar in Col- 
ogne was Gen. Kiessling. 

Magazines and newspapers 
have published photographs of a 
man looking remarkably like him 
who police confirmed was a cus- 
tomer at the bar. 

At first it seemed the Military 
Counter-Intelligence Service 
( MAO', which produced the evi- 
dence against the general, would 
bear the main consequences and 
that Mr. Woerner might survive. 

State Secretary Waldemar Sch- 
reckenberger. head of the cha- 
ncellery. was also summoned by 
Mr. Kohl Monday, the spokesman 
said. Mr. Schreckenberger has 
been sharply criticised for att- 
ending the meeting between vlr. 
Woerner and the Swiss publisher 
Alexander Ziegler, without telling 
the chancellor. 


Mondale attacks Reagan 
administration record 


SAN FRANCISCO ( R ’ - Dem- 
ocratic Party presidential hopeful 
Walter Mondale greeted Pre- 
sident Reagan's announcement 
that he will seek re-election by 
accusing the administration of 
making the world a more dan- 
gerous place. 

Speaking at a press conference 
shortly after Mr. Reagan’s tel- 
evised announcement Sunday 
night. Mr. Mondale said (he 19X4 
campaign involved issues more 
basic and clearly defined than in 
any other battle for the presidency, 
in modern American history. 

Citing nuclear arms control as 
the most fundamental issue, he 
noted (hat all talks between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union on controlling nuclear 
weapons had been suspended. 

“Under the leadership of this 
administration, very dearly the 
world is becoming more dan- 
gerous. This is the issue of our 
time.'* 

vlr. Mondale. a former vice pre- 
sident and now the leading con- 
tender tor Democratic Party nom- 
ination to face vlr. Reagan in the 
Nov. 6 election, also attacked the 
Reagan administration for run- 
ning up record budget and trade 
deficits. 

Accusing the administration of 
practicing "voodoo economics." 


vlr. Mondale said, if elected, he 
would lead the United States back 
into a dominant and competitive 
economic position. 

He also accused vlr. Reagan's 
government of “a dramatic dep- 
arture from a sense of fairness." 

He claimed that the gov- 
ernment had shown insensitivity 
towards the unemployed, had 
trampled on civil rights legislaiion 
and was seeking to teach the cou- 
ntry. "a philosophy of icy ind-. 
iffercnce.” 

" This administration is an adm- 
inistration of deficits: Record 
budget deficits, trade deficits, a 
record environmental deficit, rec- 
ord fairness deficit, a record arms 
control deficit and a record cre- 
dibility deficit.” 

vlr. iMondale. one of eight 
Democrats seeking their party's 
presidential nomination, said: "I 
believe it's just beginning to dawn 
on them (the Republicans) that 
they are in trouble." 

He rejected criticism that the 
previous administration of Pre- 
sident Carter, in which he served, 
had seriously weakened Ame- 
rica's defences. 

He counter-attacked by acc- 
using vlr. Reagan of extravagant 
defence spending. " Mr. Reagan 
has taken a candy store approach' 
- he wants to buy everything."

Gromyko 
arrives in 
Romania 

BUCHAREST (Agencies: - 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko arrived in Bucharest 
Monday for talks expected to 
focus on differences between 
Moscow and its Warsaw Pact ally 
over nuclear disarmament. 

The official Agerpres News 
Agency said vlr. Gromyko hea- 
ded a delegation of four senior 
government and Communist 
Party officials, but did not say 
which Romanian officials met 
them. 

Diplomatic sources expected j 
the visit to last two days. 

Western diplomats have sug- 
gested that the Gromyko visit 
could be mearu to smooth over 
differences, but might be the occ- 
asion for a stem warning to Rom- 
ania to show more support for 
vloscow's stand on East- West iss- 
ues. 

Bilateral relations have most 
recently soured over vlr. Cea- 
usescu's maverick stand on missile 
deployment, the Soviet pullout 
from the Geneva nuclear arms 
control talks with the United Sta- 
tes and stationing plans for new 
Soviet missiles in East Germany 
and Czechoslovakia. 

Romania was the only country 
in the Soviet Bloc to call for arms 
reductions on both sides, officials 
here pointed out. 

vlr. Gromyko last visited Buc- 
harest in December I9N1 for a 
Warsaw Pact foreign ministers' 
meeting. His delegation was said 
to include Konstantin Rusakov. a 
party secretary responsible lor 
relations with Communist parties, 
and Nikolai Talizin. a deputy 
premier. 

Romania was the only Soviet 
member to skip a top ideological 
meeting in Moscow in early Dec- 
ember. officials here disclosed. 

“It was not useful lo par- 
ticipate... it is useless to make pro- 
paganda plans as long as our pos- 
ition is different from others.” a 
senior Romanian official told last 
week. 

The official, who Spoke on con- 
dition that his name not be used, 
said two things could have hap- 
pened at the meeting: 

” The Soviet Union and its 
(close, allies could have changed 
their position, which was not lik- 
ely. or Romania could have cha- 
nged its position, which was not 
likely either.” He did not ela- 
borate.

U.S. president to seek re-election 


WASHING TON (R - President 
Reagan, saying he needs more 
.time to work for peace and pro- 
sperity. had ended months of gue- 
ssing by Americans and ann- 
ounced he will seek re-election in 
November. 

Mr. Reagan, the most con- 
servative president since Herbert 
Hoover half a century ago. dis- 
closed his candidacy for a second 
four-year term in a five-minute 
televised speech from the White 
House Sunday night. 

"Our work is not finished ..." he 
said. "1 am therefore announcing 
that I am a candidate and will seek 
re-election to the office I presently 
hold." 

vlr. Reagan, who took office 
three years ago after soundly def- 
eating Democratic President 
Jimmy Carter, opens his election 
campaign with a United Rep- 
ublican Party behind him. 

He faces no serious opposition 
and is almost certain to be nom- 
inated at the party* s national con- 
vention in August. 

In contrast, eight Democrats 
are battling for their party's pre- 
sidential nomination, with former 
Vice President Walter Mondale 
far ahead in the opinion polls. 

The Democrats will name their 


presidential candidate in July and 
the general election will be held on 
Nov. 6. 

vlr. Reagan, a former Hol- 
lywood actor and at 72 the oldest 
U.S. president in history, con- 
firmed that Vice-President Geo- 
rge Bush would be on the Rep- 
ublican ticket in November. 

The Reaga n - B ush cam pa ign 
committee paid 54 (mijkk» to bro- 
adcast vlr. Reagan's speech Sun- 
day night over the three major tel- 
evision networks. 

Hie president spoke after the 
committee held a champagne rec- 
eption for Republican leaders in 
the White House- 

vlr. Reagan, who will be 73 on 
Feb. 6. said his decision to seek 
re-election was a difficult one but 
he left he should continue his eff- 
orts to create jobs, control gov- 
ernment spending and seek world 
peace. 

“Vice President Bush and I 
would like to have your support 
and cooperation in completing 
what we began three years ago.” 
he said. 

vlr. Reagan repeated charges 
that the United States under Pre- 
sident Carter h3d become weak 
militarily, had suffered hum- 
iliation over the holding of Ame- 


rican hostages in Iran, and was on 
the brink of economic collapse. 

“Well, things have changed." 
he said, citing lower inflation, 
taxes and interest rates. “ As I said 
Wednesday night (in his Stale of 
the Linton address to Congress:. 
America is back and standing tall. 
Bui our work is not finished. We 
have more to do..." 

vlr. Reagan backs free ent- 
erprise. the reduction of taxes and 
government spending, and the 
easing of government regulations 
on business. 

His Democratic critics say his 
economic plan benefits the rich 
and hurts the poor. They want tax 
increases to reduce annual gov- 
ernment budget deficits of about 
SINli billion. 

vlr. Reagan is riding high in 
public opinion polls because of 
personal charm and economic pol- 
icy successes. 

But political experts say he is 
vulnerable on foreign policy iss- 
ues. such as the L’.S. military inv- 
olvement in Lebanon. 

They also say he could face tro- 
uble from women and minority 
groups who charge he is not sin- 
cerely committed to racial and 
sexual equality. 


Reagan’s political script looks good

WASHINGTON - President 
Ronald Reagan opened his re- 
election campaign Sunday with 
the political script looking like the 
juiciest pan he’s ever been off- 
ered: A steadily improving eco- 
nomy and a likely opponent par- 
ticularly vulnerable to his big- 
spender rhetoric. 

Vet the president also starts out 
with unique vulnerabilities that 
could trip up his dream of four 
more years in the White House. 

No president has so polarised 
the American people since Fra- 
nklin Delano Roosevelt in the 
19311s and '4ns. 

The Reagan re-election cam- 
paign opened with the near cer- 
tainty that his Democratic opp- 
onent would receive more than VU 
per cent of the votes of blacks and 
a clear majority of ballots cast by 
women. 

Polls, including those done for 
the Republican Party, show Mr. 
Reagan's rating about 1 0 per cent 


lower among women than among 
men. 

The front-runner in the race for 
'the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination is Walter Mondale. who 
was vice president under former 
President Jimmy Carter. Mr. 
vlondale's background in the lib- 
eral wing of his party could make 
him particularly vulnerable to Mr. 
Reagan' s attacks on big gov- 
ernment and big spending. 

In his announcement speech, 
the president said that when he 
took office the nation was “on the 
brink of economic collapse from 
years of government over- 
indulgence and abusive over- 
taxation." 

vlr. Reagan s brief speech also 
was laced with reminders of the 
high inflation and interest rates of 
the final year of the Carter pre- 
sidency. 

The economy had tough times 
under Mr. Reagan, and while inf- 
lation dropped unemployment 
climbed sharply. But with une- 
mployment declining and the inf- 
lation rate a low level. Reagan's 


job rating in the polls has reb- 
ounded from its low levels of a 
year ago when the unemployment 
rale was above 10 per cent. 

A Newsweek magazine poll 
Jo/ie by the Gallup Organisation 
said last week that 56 per cent of 
Americans approve of the job 
Reagan is doing 

But polls aren't elections and 
they can be fickle. 

Four years ago. President Car- 
ter’s approval rating rose to 53 pef 
cent as people rallied around the 
president at a time when Ame- 
ricans were being held hostage in 
the U.S. embassy in lran.Nine 
months later, frustration over the 
hostages combined with a tro- 
ubled economy to drive Mr. Car- 
ter from office. 

For Mr. Reagan, a comparable 
danger could be the presence Of 
U.S. Marines in Lebanon and 
their casualties. Another political 
hazard impossible to measure at 
this stage is the fear of nuclear war 
and a nagging perception that Mr. 
Reagan may be too quick to turn 
to military force.
